The greatest volume of claims under the wheat 
insurance program in proportion to insurance con­ 


tracts were filed by farmers living in Hall, Ham­ 


ilton, Merrick, and York counties.

Hamil­ 
ton, with 2,243 insurance contracts, produced 1,502 


loss claims; Hall with 1,239 contracts had 69 1 loss

rriH E most heavily insured sections of Nebraska, 
those counties where a larger percentage of 
the farmers protected their fields against drouth 
and other losses, strangely produced the fewest 
claims. 
The best wheat area in 19 40 was in the 
southeastern 
region

Saunders and Cass. 
There the harvest was one 
of the most abundant in recent years and uni­ 
formly the grain was of high quality. In Saunders 
county only 11 of 2,8 34 wheat growers who held 
contracts filed loss claims, and no claims were re­ 
ceived ftom Cass county or from Otoe, which had 
2,170 contract* and 1,329 contracts respectively. 
In Gage county, where the most abundant small 
grain crop In years was harvested, only one claim 
was filed and in Lancaster with more than 2,700 
contracts, only four. 
Much the same situation ex­ 
isted in the western Nebraska counties where gen­ 
erally wheat fields produced an average crop. 
Which leads to the conclusion that in areas 
where drouth is more prevalent, and where the 
need for insurance*against wheat loss is greater, 
unfortunately the farmer neglected to take ad­ 
vantage of the insurance program.

in Hall and Hamilton, Merrick and York, who had 
insurance are happy, not as happy as they would 
have been had climatic conditions been favorable 
to a bumper harvest, but nevertheless they are

h is farm program has been under fire.

take part in it or he.ca n stay out of it but this 
much is certain. 
Without a farm program in re­ 
cent years the existence of what has been virtually 
a state wide drouth season after season—a drouth 
which In varying degrees persists in this section 
of the state—would have ended in disaster had it 
not been for a farm program. 
The insurance phase of it, like the corn loans 
a few years back is one of its most commendable 
phases. 
There was a gratifying increase in the 
number of wheat growers who signed contracts in 
19 40 over the number signed in 19 39 . The hope 
persists that the moisture deficiency to some ex­

Here in this area where in the early years 
lagoons and ponds and small lakes of blue water 
were common to the countryside one of the great­ 
est boons would be their restoration.

Why Mu st They Die 


(First V>f a series of four editorials on traffic safety.) 


rpH ERE were 32,600 persons who died in traffic 
accidents last year. 
The outlook for 19 40 is 
just as tragic. 
Yet underlining this whole situa­ 
tion is the shocking truth that these deaths are 
needless deaths. Traffic accidents — even minor 
ones — can be prevented. This prevention is one 
of America’s great Jobs today. 
There are four major factors present in traffic 
safety. 
First, and most important, is the human 
element—the driver or pedestrian. 
Second, there 
is the vehicle itself. Third is the street or highway 
and fourth is the physical environment which in­ 
cludes the weather and the time of day. 
All four 
of these factors are subject to degrees of control 
which are so thoroughly adequate as to make traf­ 
fic accidents needless. 
Thanks to automotive engineering, modern high­ 
way construction and scientific research we know 
where the danger spots He. 
The shocking thing 
l.s that while the path to driving safety is plainly 
marked many fail to heed the signs. 
That is why 
thousands die and thousands of others are maimed 
in traffic each year. 
Our problem is to think this thing through and 
see how this great economic waste can be pre­ 
vented. 
The development of the automobile is 
one of the really great contributions which the 
twentieth century has made to civilization. 
But 
what so many forget is that this carries with it 
a stewardship of safety. 
The penalty of such for­ 
getfulness is measured in the bitter crucible of 
blood and tears.

Many people can 
carry out activities in civil life 
with no evident disability from 
defects that for one reason or an­ 
other w ill unfit them for military 
service. 
In 19 17 one out of every three 
candidates was rejected for some 
physical defect. This would mean 
that if 10,000,000 men are called 
ih the draft, 3,000,000 will be 
found sufficiently inadequate to 
be rejected. 
The “ 5fusts." 
Heiffht and w ëifht—Thi.s cate­ 
gory is really not a physical de­ 
fect 
and in 
times 
of extreme 
emergency could be relaxed. But 
the army likes to have its ranks 
look uniform and those over six 
feet, six inches in height or under 
five feet, four inches, are turned 
down. (We might get up special 
tall and short regiments. I have a 
notion the little guys would put 
up a pretty good scrap.) Weight 
between 115 and 18 0 is standard. 
Seventy-three thousand men were 
rejected in 19 17 on account of un­ 
derweight. 
Flatfoot—This is an obviously 
unsurmountable defect for a sol 
dier. 
Nearly a third of all re- 


diers could be ordered to have 
hernias repaired.

good many men for service, but 
even so a hundred thousand men 
were disqualified for htis reason 
in World war 1.

Heart defects— Heart murmurs 
are causes of rejection and often 
apparently unjustly so,

many appeals in the last recruit­

their 
rejections. 
Tjie 
army medical department knows 
perfectly well that most of these 
men would be able to perform 
even arduous duty without diffi­ 
culty but they far-sightedly look 
ahead to the problem of disability 
claims. 
The soldier entitled to 
pension on that ground must have 
received the disability in the line 
of duty, 
A pulse rate persistent­ 
ly over 100 is cause for rejection. 
We had a great deal of trouble 
with this class last war, and they 
should never be accepted again.

Herb ert Hoover. 
Hoover, chairman of the Ameri­ 
can relief committee in the World 
war, said someb ody "must raise a 
voice for food supply during the 
coming winter x x x in Norway, 
Holland, Belgium and Poland.” 
The former president, who con­ 
ferred with repub lican presidential 
nominee Wendell L. Willkie here 
yesterday, declared that some or­ 
ganization must b e formed "if 
these people are to b e saved."
